To  His   Excellency  JOSEPH  E.  BkOWK, 

Governor  of  Georgia : 
Your  Excellency  : — I  have  the  honor  to  report  upon  the  $ 
the  duties  of  this  Office  the  past  year,  as  follows  : 

1.    STATE    LINE. 

While  Georgia  may  with  mournful  pride  point  to  the 
bloody  fields  of  other  States,  and  of  her  own,  for  the  record 
of  her  sons  in  the  Confederate  Armies,  she  can  with  no  less 
..gratification  regard  the  history  of  the  two  Regiments  pe- 
culiarly her  own,  known  as  the  State  Line.  Occupied  for 
months  in  the  comparatively  passive  service  of  guarding 
the  State  Railroad,  and  in  garrison  duties,  under  the  orders 
successively  of  Generals  Bragg,  Hardee,  and  Johnston, 
Commanders  of  the  Army  of  Tennessee,  it  was  not  until 
May  last,  that  as  their  Posts  were  one  by  oik;  absorbed  by 
the  retrograde  movement  of  our  Army,  that  they  took  their 
places  in  the  front,  with  their  brethren  Who  had  been  he- 
roically and  obstinately  contesting  the  occupation  of  Geor- 
gia's soil  by  the  overwhelming  forces  of  the  enemy.  Dis- 
charging faithfully  their  passive  duties  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Generals  commanding  the  Army  and  to  this  Office, 
the  fortunes  of  war  had  no  sooner  brought  them  into  active 
service,  in  face  of  the  foe,  than  they  showed  themselves  rti- 
ger  and  ready  to  take  their  share  in  the  carnage  of  battle. 
Receiving  the  commendation  of  their  respective  Brigade 
and  Division  Commanders  for  their  gallantry  and  attention 
to  duty,  it  is  my  most  pleasing  office  to  report  to  you  that 
they  have  fulfilled  all  that  was  expected  of  them;  and  that 
now,  exhausted  by  wounds,  disease  and  death,  they  have 
been  ordered,  under  your  instructions,  and  with  General 
Hood's  assent,  to  report  at  this  place  for  the  purpose  of 
j-ecruiting  their  shattered  ranks.  * 


*  Sinne  writing  this  part  of  my  lieport,  the.  two  Retrimentu  of  the  State  Linn  have 
been  ordered, at  General  Beauregard's  request,  to  report  to  Gen.  C  W.  Smith  for 
the  demonstration  against  Atlanta,  and  are  etill  in  the  front  on  that   line  of  Opera* 

-tioii«,  whore  they  will  continue  until  relieved  by  General  Smith. 
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While  thus  briefly  recapitulating  to  you  with  pride  the 
conduct  of  these  two  Regiments,  it  becomes  also  my  pain- 
ful duty  to  report  their  casualties  as  follows:

In  connection  with  this  subject,  I  would  respectfully 
call  your  Excellency's  attention  to  the  consideration  of 
some  provision  for  the  wounded  of  these  Regiments,  who 
from  the  nature  of  their  wounds  are  rendered  incapable  of 
providing  for  themselves,  and  who  are  without  the  means 
of  support.  This  matter  should  not  be  overlooked,  and 
temporary  provision,  at  least,  should  be  made  for  these 
gallant  men,  until  such  time  as  the  improved  circumstances 
of  the  country  may  warrant  permanent  arrangements.  The 
cases  to  be  provided  for  will  not  be  many,  and  there  are 
some  now  pressing  upon  the  attention  of  this  Office.  Lists 
of  the  killed  and  wounded  of  these  Regiments  accompany 
this  Report.  ■ 

2.    THE  MILITIA. 

On  the  14th  of  December  last,  an  Act  was  passed  by  the- 
General  Assembly  for  the  reorganization  of  the  Militia,  and 
immediately  thereafter  steps  were  taken  for  its  enrollment, 
classification  and  organization  as  therein  prescribed.  Ow- 
ing to  the  presence  of  the  enemy  in  North  Georgia,  and  the 
disturbances  caused  thereby,  it  was  found  impracticable  to 
make  the  enrollment  in  the  counties  of  White,  Lumpkin, 
Dawson,  Union,  Towns,  Rabun,  Chattooga,  Walker,  Dade 
and  Catoosa.  With  these  exceptions,  the  rest  of  the  State 
was  enrolled,  classified  and,  organized  completely  by  the 
7th  of  May,  and  the  old  Militia  organization  declared  sus- 
pended. 

By  this  organization  Georgia  had  under  her  law,  ready 
for  service  as  therein  provided, 

48  Regiments, 

21  First  class  Battalions, 

47  Second  class  Battalions, 

S    Independent  Companies, 
embracing  an  aggregate  of  41,398  men  classified  as  follows: 

Militia  Proper  24,823  men, 
"     Reserve  16,575     " 


The  extension  of  the  Conscript  Law  by  Congress,  ab- 
sorbing, however,  as  it  does  the  Militia  Proper,  leaves  now 
to  the  State  only  the  Militia  Reserve. 

Without  expressing  any  opinion  upon  the  wisdom  of  the 
extension  of  the  Conscript  Law,  apolitical  question  with 
which,  officially,  I  have  nothing  to  do,  I  am  at  liberty,  nev- 
ertheless, to  say,  that  it  is  to  be  regretted,  under  the  cir- 
cumstances of  invasion  pressing  upon  Georgia,  that  with  a 
military  organization  complete  ia  all  its  parts,  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  extension  had  not  been  suspended,  and  the 
unity  of  force  preserved  in  the  State,  instead  of  distracting 
and  dividing  it  at  a  critical  period. 

Tables  1  aud  2  exhibit  the  enrollment  and  classifica- 
tion of  the  .\1ilitia,  and  its  organization  into  Regiments, 
Battalions  and  Companies  in  the  several  Senatorial  or  Mili- 
tary Districts.  When  the  Militia,  now  in  active  service 
shall  be  disbanded,  and  those  between  seventeen  and  fifty 
years  of  age  absorbed  by  conscription,  another  arrange- 
ment into  Regiments  aud  Battalions   will  be  necessary. 

On  the  lSth  of  May  last  -your  Proclamation  calling  into 
active  service,  at  Atlanta,  the  Military  and  Civil  Officers  of 
the  State  for  the  defence  of  that  City,  was  promptly  re- 
sponded to,  as  also  your  call  on  the  Militia  generally  at  the 
request  of  General  Johnston  on  the  9th  of  July.  The  ex- 
act number  of  the  Militia  ra  lying  to  the  defence  of  their 
State  is  not  vet  known  to  this  Office,  owing  to  the  constant 
and  incessant  service  required  from  the  troops,  to  the  ir- 
regularities necessarily  attendant  upon  Militia  suddenly 
called  into  the  field,  and  to  the  difficulty  of  procuring  the 
Blank  Forms  lor  Muster  Rolls.  From  the  Report  of  General 
G.  W.  Smith,  his  Division  proper  embraced  9,170  men  ag- 
gregate, exclusive  of  the  Fulton  County  Militia,  ordered  to 
report  to  the  Military  Commander  of  Atlanta,  and  the 
Heard  and  Troup  Counties  Militia,  assigned  by  General 
Johnston  to  the  defence  of  West  Point,  aud  the  Militia  held 
for  the  defence  of  the  State  Capitol.  It  is  known  that  be- 
tween ten  thousand  and  eleven  thousand  men  were  armed, 
and  put  into  the  field.  Accurate  Rolls  are  in  preparation, 
and  when  received,  will  be  submitted  to  you. 

Of  the  services  of  this  body  of  citizen  soldiery,  in  the 
trenches  around  Atlanta,  and  during  the  evacuation  of  that 
city  and  retreat  to  Jonesboro'  under  the  command  of  the 
able  and  distinguished  General  Gustavus  W.  Smith  ;  and 
in  the  defence  of  Macon  on  the  30th  of  July,  under  your 
own  eye,  it  is  needless  for  me  to  speak  here.  They  are 
■well  known  to  your  Excellency  and  to  the  country.  It  is 
enough  to  say,  that  the  Militia  have  done  their  duty  nobly 
and  efficiently,  and  have  received  publicly  the  acknowledge- 
ment of  their  devotion  from  their   eminent  chiefs,  Generals 


Johnston  and  Hood,  and  merit  deservedly,  the  thanks  of 
their  country. 

Furloughed  for  30  days  by  your  Excellency's«order,  from 
September  10th  to  October  10th,  they  are  again  in  the 
field,  battling  for  the  independence  of  their  State,  for  their 
homes  and  for  their  families. 

While  the  large  body  of  the  militia  reported  promptly 
at  the  Front,  a  few  individuals,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  have 
failed  in  their  duty,  and  it  is  with  difficulty  that  the 
military  machinery  of  the  State  can  reach  them.  It 
would  be  well  therefore,  for  your  Excellency  to  devise  some 
plat!  by  which  the  Civil  Officers  of  the  State  may,  n  so  far 
as  the  arrest  of  higgards  and  deserters  from  either  State  or 
Confederate  armies  is  concerned,  be  required  to  aid  the 
Military  in  hunting  up  such  recreants  and  returning  them 
to  their  Companies. 

o.    ROLLS  OF    HONOR. 

Owing  to  the  difficulty  of  procuring  accurate  information 
for  these  Rolls  from  the  relatives  and  friends  of  the  killed 
or  wounded,  but  few  names  have  been  added  since  my  last 
Report.  The  only  method  of  procuring  the  desired  infor- 
mation, I  am  satisfied,  will  be  to  send  an  Agent  to  each 
Regiment  and  Battalion,  and  to  the  National  War  Office  in 
Richmond,  and  from  their  official  records  compile  the  de- 
sired intelligence.  The  law,  as  it  stands,  dees  not  warrant 
me  to  adopt  any  such  measure,  and  thnrefoi*:  further  legis- 
lation is  necessary.  I  am  informed  that  a  gallant  Officer 
of  the  Army,  disabled  by  wounds  from  furiiier  active  ser- 
vice has,  on  his  own  account,  visited  and  prepared  for  pub- 
lication the  history  and  statistics  of  several  Regiments,  and 
that  he  intends  to  visit  all  the  Georgia  Regiments  and  Bat- 
talions with  the  same  purpose.  I  have  not  seen  his  Rolls, 
but  from  what  I  have  heard  of  them,  would  recommend 
that  they  be  examined,  and  if  found  to  meet  the  intention 
of  the  Legislature,  that  an  arrangement  bo  made  for  their 
use. 

4.  QUARTERMASTER  GENERAL*  S  DEPARTMENT. 

It  is  in  no  ordinary  spirit  of  commendation  that  I  refer 
you  to  the  operations  of  this  Department  under  the  direc- 
tion of  its  able  and  energetic  Head,  whose  Report  is  here- 
with transmitted.  Many  and  different  as  are  the  duties  de- 
volved upon  Colonel  Foster,  he  has,  aided  by  his  compe- 
tent Staff,  discharged  them  all  promptly,  efficiently  and 
thoroughly,  and  I  commend  his  Report  to  your  especial  at- 
tention. To  gather  up  materials  and  to  meet  the  wants 
of  the  Georgia  troops  in  both  State  and  Confederate  servi- 
ces is  a  task,  in  these  days,  of  no  ordinary  difficulty.  Yet 
the  Quartermaster  General,  with   an  energy  and   tact   that 
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elicits  admiration,  has  overcome  all  obstacles  and  has  been 
ever  ready  to  relieve  from  his  ample  stores  the  wants  of  the 
destitute  Georgia  soldier,  and  contribute  to  his  comfort* 
whenever  called  upon  from  any  part  of  the  Confederacy.. 
His  Report  exhibits  fully  the  operations  of  his  Department,. 
including  the  issues  of  clothing  made  during  the  year  under 
the  wise  provision  of  our  Legislature,  and  the  supplies 
remaining  on  hand  for  future  use.  As  it  seems  from  this 
part  of  his  Report,  that  the  Georgia  troops  in  Confederate 
service  are  largely  clothed  by  the  State,  I  would  recom- 
mend a  further  appropriation  for  this  generous  and  humane 
purpose. 

The  suggestions  of  the  Quartermaster  General  with  ref- 
erence to  the  change  in  the  Act  appropriating  funds  for 
clothing  Georgia  troops  it:  Confederate  service,  and  for  an 
appropriation  to  meet  deficit  in  expenditures  for  cotton 
yarns,  seem  to  me  sound,  and  I  recommend  the  additional 
legislation  that  he  calls  for.  I  also  draw  your  attention  to 
his  request  for  instructions  in  regard  to  collecting  accounts 
due  by   the  Confederate  Government  to  the  State. 

In  addition  to  other  duties,  your  Excellency  recently 
charged  the  Quartermaster  General,  with  the  care  and  sub- 
sistence of  the  unfortunate  women  and  children,  driven 
from  their  homes  in  Atlanta  by  the  vandalism  of  our 
Federal  enemy,  and  who,  without  the  means  of  support, 
were  thrown  upon  the  charity  of  the  world.  For- 
tunately one  of  the  developments  of  this  war,  unnatural 
as  it  is,  has  been  a  sympathy  that  relieves  charity 
of  the  coldness  often  imputed  to  it,  and  which  warrants 
the  practical  application  to  its  fullest  extent,  of  the  general 
principle  of  national  duty,  that — "a  nation  is  obliged  care- 
fully to  preserve  all  its  members  since  the  loss  of  even  one 
weakens  it,  and  is  injurious  to  its  own  preservation  ;  and 
as  from  the  very  act  of  association,  it  owes  this  duty  to  the 
members  in  particular." 

In   the  execution  of  his   interesting  and    humane  offices 
towards  these   poor  exiles,  the  Quartermaster  General  is 
carrying  out  your  Excellency's  instructions. 

5.    COMMISSARY  GENERAL'S  DEPARTMENT. 

The  operations  of  this  Department,  though  not  so  many 
and  varied  as  those  of  the  Quartermaster  General's,  are 
none  the  less  important,  embracing  as  they  do  the  vital 
question  of  subsistence.  To  the  duties  proper  of  this  De- 
partment is  added  also  that  of  receiving,  and  of  distribut- 
ing salt  among  the  people  of  the  State. 

The  patient  industry  and  sagacity  with  which  Colonel 
Whitaker  has  discharged  his  duties  merit  your  approba- 
tion.    Contending  with  difficulties  of  a  peculiar  nature  in 
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procuring  supplies,  in  addition  to  those  bearing  upon  all  of 
us,  he  has,  nevertheless,  without  impressment  furnished  the 
troops  in  the  fullest  and  best  manner.  Better  rations  in 
•quality  could  not  be  issued  in  peace,  as  I  know  from  my 
own  use  of  them. 

Attention  is  called  to  his  Report  herewith,  and  particu- 
larly to  that  portion  of  it  rdating  to  the  necessity  of  pro- 
tecting the  agricultural  interests  of  the  State  against  un- 
lawful impressments  and  seizures,  and  against  the  maraud- 
ing of  straggling  bands  of  our  own  soldiery.  The  Chief 
Officers  of  the  Army  do  all  in  their  power  I  know,  to  check 
such  abuses  in  their  subordinates;  and  as  an  instance  of 
ithis  disposition,  I  would  refer  here  immediately  to  the  ad- 
mirable and  patriotic  General  Order  No.  2,  issued  by  Brig. 
Gen.  A.  W.  Reynolds,  C.  S.  Army  Commanding  the  De- 
partment of  N.  E.  Georgia.  But  notwithstanding  these  ef- 
forts, it  is  certain  that  many  of  the  Junior  Officers  do  not 
-exercise  the  vigilance  and  authority  necessary  to  check 
abuses  that  press  heavily  upon  our  citizens,  and  in  conse- 
quence, chill  their  devotion  to  our  cause. 

6.    ORDNANCK  DEPARTMENT. 

For  the  operations  of  this  branch  of  the  service  during 
the  past  year,  I  refer  you  to  the  Report  of  the  Ordnance  Of- 
ficer, and  the  papers  accompanying  it,  which  exhibit  the 
condition  of  the  Armory  and  of  the  munitions  of  war  in  his 
charge.  It  is  a  matter  of  regret,  that  for  the  reasons  sta- 
ted in  the  report,  the  Ordnance  Officer  has  not  been  able  to 
furnish,  as.  he  was  directed  to  do,  a  statistical  statement  of 
the  resources  of  the  State  in  this  important  department  of 
the  Military  service. 

7.   ARSENALS. 

Si^ce  my  last  Report,  no  change  has  been  made  in  these 
■establishments.  The  one  in  Savannah  being  still  in  use 
by  the  Confederate  authorities  there.  The  other,  at  this 
place,  in  the  use  of  the  State. 

S.   CLAIMS  FOR  GUNS  FURNISHED  TO  THE  STATE,  AND  NOT  PAID 
FOR  OR  RETURNED. 

By  the  paper  marked  3  it  will  be  seen  what  payments 
liave  been  made  and  to  whom,  under  this  Appropriation, 
since  the  date  ol  my  last  Report.  The  claims  presented 
during  the  year  amounting  to.  $1,379.  Of  these  $1,284 
fiave  beeu  allowed,  and  $95  disallowed. 

9.    GEORGIA  MILITARY  INSTITUTE. 

To  no  part  of  the  Military  establishment  of  Georgia  do 
I  call  your  Excellency's  attention  with  more  pleasure  and 
interest  than  to  this  Institution.  The  forecast  of  the  State 
in  establishing  this  school  has  been   fully  sustained  by  the 


events  of  the  past  three  years,  and  its  necessity  in  the  fu- 
ture, no  one  I  think  will  question.  In  the  Confederate 
armies,  and  as  a  Battalion  in  the  State  service,  the  pupils 
of  the  Military  Institute  have,  individually  and  collectively, 
illustrated  brilliantly  and  usefully  the  training  they  had  re- 
ceived. For  details  on  these  points,  I  refer  you  to  the  Re- 
port of  the  accomplished  Commandant,  annexed  hereto. 

Arrived  at  that  point  in  our  career,  when  the  security 
of  States  on  this  Continent  hereafter  is  to  depend  much  on 
their  preparation  for  war,  I  cannot  urge  too  strongly  upon 
your  Excellency  the  need  of  sound  military  education.  A 
people  warlike  by  nature  as  we  are,  require  only  to  be  also 
a  military  people — that  is  to  be  proficient  in  the  science 
and  art  of  war — to  preserve  their  independence,  and  the 
integrity  of  their  domestic  institutions.  It  is  true  that  a 
military  School  cannot  of  itself  make  great  Generals  ;  that 
•  is  the  work  of  the  Creator,  by  the  individual  endowment  of 
superior  abilities:  but  the  history  of  the  world,  and  of  this 
war  immediately,  demonstrates  incontestibly.  that  great 
Generals  Jo  often  come  from  military  schools,  as  for  in- 
stance, Alexander,  Bonaparte,  Wellington,  and  our  own 
Lee,  Johnston  and  Beauregard.  The  great  value  of  mili- 
tary education,  however,  18  to  furnish  the  instruments  with 
which  great  Generals  achieve  results,  and  with  the  least 
loss  of  human  life  ami  of  materials. 

An  impression  exists  very  generally  that  the  education 
given  at  a  military  school  is  calculated  for,  and  accom- 
plishes solely  a  preparation  for  a  military  life.  This  is  an 
error.  No  less  useful  for  the  pursuits  of  peace  is  the  train- 
ing of  military  education  ;  the  studies  to  be  pursued,  the 
close  analytic  teaching  followed,  and  the  attendance  and 
attention  compelled  by  the  sternness  of  military  discipline 
eminently  qualify  the  Student  for  the  practical  duties 
of  every  day  life.  In  support  of  this  position,  I  point  to 
the  list  of  distinguished  Divines,  Jurists,  Politicians, 
Physicians,  Eugineers,  Machinists  and  Mechanics,  whose 
success,  based  upon  the  knowledge  acquired  at  military 
schools  have  so  amply  contributed  to  their  country's  ad- 
vantage and  their  own  renown.  At  this  day  the  High 
Sciences,  in  all  their  branches,  are  very  largely  upheld 
throughout  the  civilized  world,  by  the  pupils  of  military 
schools.  It  is  not  my  intention  by  these  remarks  to  under- 
rate the  value  of  a  classical  university  education,  but  simp- 
ly to  attempt  to  place  before  you,  in  its  true  light,  the  im- 
portance of  military  teaching  as  an  essential  element  of 
national  welfare  and  independence.  Hoping  that  1  have  , 
succeeded  in  doing  so,  I  close  this  part  of  my  Report  with 
the  earnest  request  induced  by  the  desire  that  my  State 
should  be  great  and  prosperous,  that  you    would  give  this 
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subject  the  cousideration   that    my  historical   reading   and 
observation  of  public  affairs  assure   me  it  is  entitled  to. 

CONCLUSION. 

It  had  been  my  intention  in  the  early  part  of  the  year, 
under  the  instructions  of  your  Excellency,  to  prepare  and 
present  with  this  Report,  Statistics  of  the  military  resour- 
ces of  the  State  in  men  and  materials.  With  the  exceptioa 
of  the  enrollment,  the  other  resources  of  the  State  in  ma- 
terials, could  not  be  reached  for  the  reasons  stated  by  the 
Heads  of  Departments  in  their  Reports,  due  to  the  pres- 
ence of  the  enemy. 

The  clerical  business  of  the  Office  has  been,  as  usual, 
heavy  ;  and  has  been  well  attended  to  by  the  gentlemen 
engaged  with  it.
